A scant  856  persons  voted  in  the  first 
day  of  Constitutional  ballot-casting 
yesterday,  ASBYU  officials  reported. 

F riday’s  final  talley  will  culminate 
several  hundred  hours  of  work  done  on 
the  document  by  more  than  20  people. 
Student  government  officials  are  hopeful 
that  the  results  will  support  their  efforts 
by  an  overwhelming  response  accepting 
the  new  document.

Draft  call  to  be 
10,000,  says  Laird 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - Secretary  of 
Defense  Melvin  R.  Laird  announced 

‘Immersion’ 
program  set 

BYU’s  Sociology  Department  will  offer 
students  an  intensive,  semester-long 
experience  in  working  with  people  while 
learning  about  them  beginning  next 
semester. 

Five  professors  in  the  department  have 
planned  the  experimental  program  which 
they  say  is  designed  to  give  students  a 
running  start  on  life. 

The  “total-immersion  program,” 
carrying  15  hours  of  sociology  credit  and 
two  hours  of  religion  credit,  will  involve 
30  students. 

Sociology  majors,  minors,  and  all 
interested  are  eligible  to  apply  for  this 
program.  A meeting  to  give  information 
about  the  semester  offered  will  be  held  at 
10  a.m.  this  morning  in  room  347  ELWC. 

THE  PROGRAM  is  an  attempt  to 
combine  in  and  out-of-class  experiences 
to  emphasize  development  of  skills  in 
working  with  people,  effecting 
organizational  changes  and  program 
development. 

“Two  weeks  of  leadership  training  in  a 
survival  setting  will  begin  the  semester  for 
all  involved,  including  professors,”  said 
Wesley  W.  Craig,  spokesman  for  the 
faculty.  This  will  be  somewhere  in  the 
southwest- Arizona  or  California. 

The  survival  setting  will  provide  an

Tuesday  final  draft  calls  of  fewer  than 
10,000  men  next  year  before  military 
conscription  is  ended  June  30  and  the 
nation  shifts  to  an  all-volunteer  force. 

Laird  said  inductions  will  be  spread 
over  a five-month  period  between 
February  and  June  with  no  one  to  be 
drafted  in  January. 

Selective  Service  officials  said  those 
who  would  be  called  first  would  be  young 
men  with  lottery  numbers  up  to  95  in 
this  year’s  pool  who  lost  their  deferments 
late  this  year.  However,  the  law  provides 
that  they  may  be  drafted  only  up  to 
March  3 1 . Beyond  that,  the  officials  said 
those  holding  lottery  numbers  over  40  in 
next  year’s  pool  can  consider  themselves 
safe  from  the  draft. 

This  year’s  draft  callup  totaled  50,000 
for  the  entire  year  with  lottery  number 
95  reached. 

In  announcing  the  draft  call  at  a 
Pentagon  news  conference,  Laird  urged 
Congress  to  approve  his  plan  to  give 
enlistment  and  re-enlistment  bonuses  to 
men  and  women  signing  up  for  the 
National  Guard  and  Reserves.  Without  it, 
he  said,  Congress  may  have  to  pass  a 
special  law  to  draft  men  into  the  Reserves 
once  the  current  Selective  Service  Act 
expires  June  30. 

“We  will  be  able  to  make  it  as  far  as  the 
regular  forces  are  concerned,”  said  Laird, 
but  he  added  that  problems  remain  for 
the  Reserves  which  are  to  be  relied  on 
more  heavily  in  the  all-volunteer  force.

Oratorio,  it  will  be  8 p.m.  No  later.  If  the  babysitter  is  late,  if  your  date 
gets  a last  minute  run  in  her  stocking,  if  you  circle  the  parking  lot  one 
last  time  for  a better  spot,  don’t  bother  to  get  out  your  tickets.  The 
doors  will  be  locked. 


We’ve  never  ceased  to  be  impressed  by  the  number  of  people  at  this 
university  who  are  willing,  able  and  persistent  enough  to  tackle 
community  problems  in  innovative  ways.  While  many  efforts 
traditionally  involve  drumming  up  money  and  volunteers  for  a cause, 
often  the  greatest  challenge  is  to  win  widespread  understanding  and 
acceptance  of  a particularly  sensitive  cause.  A case  in  point  is  the 
treatment  of  this  community’s  mentally  retarded  children  and  adults. 


Until  quite  recently,  the  traditional  response  to  the  mention  of 
mentally  retarded  people  has  been  (1)  a little  sympathy,  and  (2)  a big 
asylum.  In  the  main,  government  and  private  volunteer  efforts  were 
directed  toward  isolating  the  retarded  in  large  institutions,  in  the  belief 
that  all  such  people  were  incapable  of  ever  developing  into 
self-supporting,  self-reliant  citizens. 


There  were  few,  if  any,  programs  aimed  at  providing  services  for 
retardees  that  would  help  them  lead  productive  lives  in  the  community. 
Indeed,  until  groups  of  parents  and  friends  of  the  mentally  retarded  set 
out  to  change  things  in  the  1950s,  low -budget  institutional  care  was  the 
pattern,  and  it  was  largely  a custodial  function.

RALLYING  TO  DEFENSE 


This  prompted  the  American  Fork  Training  School  as  well  as  many 
institutions  across  the  nation  to  upbeat  their  programs  and  set  a goal  at 
getting  the  retarded  out  of  the  school  and  working  in  society-a 
concept  that  has  only  blossomed  of  late  to  any  large  degree. 


In  attempting  to  do  this,  the  School  called  on  the  assistance  of  the 
LDS  Church  to  provide  a church  program  for  the  kids  there.  All  phases 
of  Mormon  life  were . immediately  brought  to  the  school  including 
baptism,  Sunday  School,  seminary  instructors  and  an  MIA  organization 
staffed  by  BYU  students  called  by  the  BYU  Fourth  Stake. 


A report  released  this  week  by  a Washington  Post  staff  writer  noted 
that  retarded  people  are  finding  places  in  society.  Government  agencies 
and  private  business  in  the  D.C.  area  have  hired  them  for  a variety  of 
unskilled  and  semiskilled  jobs,  and  they  are  proving  to  be  reliable, 
efficient  employes  who  appreciate— and  need-a  sense  of  independence 
and  accomplishment. 


The  work  of  BYU  students  and  school  instructors  in  this  area  has 
helped  open  whole  new  vistas  in  exploration  into  the  teachability  of  the 
retarded  and  has  proven  that  they  can  progress  with  love,  patience  and 
the  challenges  they  can  meet  readily  without  frustration. 


After  270  years  of  bachelorhood,  and  four  years  of  “trial  marriage,” 
Yale  University  officially  will  become  a co-educational  institution. 

The  transition,  after  more  than  two  centuries  of  all-male  dominance, 
won’t  be  easy. 

Already  there  are  factions  demanding  a male-to-female  ratio 
governing  matriculants  which  would  give  the  numerical  edge  to  the 
boys. 

Others  are  calling  for  a straight  50-50  split. 

An  alumni  group,  nostalgically  recalling  the  “all-male  camaraderie,” 
of  pre-coed  Yale,  doesn’t  want  the  girls  as  students  at  all. 

The  girls,  meanwhile,  aside  from  being  attracted  by  the  admitted 
excellence  of  Yale’s  curricula,  see  in  the  school’s  move  a fine 
opportunity  to  set  their  sights  for  future  husbands. 

Undoubtedly,  Yale  prexy  Kingman  Brewster  Jr.  eventually  will  work 
out  his  school’s  “marriage”  program  to  the  satisfaction  of  most  of  Old 
Eli’s  alumni  and  friends. 

But  we  wonder  if  Dr.  Brewster  recalls  the  line  from  Kipling:  “You 
can  cut  it  on  his  tombstone,  and  engrave  it  on  his  card:  A young 
married  is  a young  man  marred.” 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  “tables  down  at  Morey’s”  probably  will  have 
tablecloths  on  them  now.

As  members  of  the  BYU  Sports  Car 
Club  and  participants  in  their  races,  we 
feel  obligated  to  reply  to  the  letter 
“Varoom”  of  last  Wednesday.  The  club 
doesn’t  just  sponsor  the  races,  they 
also  plan,  arrange  for,  and  pay  for 
them.

This  rule  is  printed  on  the  entry  form 
and  they  signed  this  document,  which 
also  states  they  are  willing  to  abide  by 
all  rules  as  stated  or  posted.

For  many  years  the  subject 
“love”  has  been  ignored  by 
psychological  researchers.

Theorists 
merely  assumed  that  love  was  a 
very  strong  liking. 

Within  the  past  few  years, 
however,  psychologists  have 
explored  the  once  taboo  realms  of 
the  “love”  phenomena. 


Recently,  it  has  been  found  that 
a frightened,  angry,  jealous  or

Psychologist  Stanley  Schacht 
has  proposed  a theory  by  whi< 
love  can  perhaps  be  bett 
understood.  He  suggests  that  tl 
individual  should  b 
psychologically  aroused, 
pfeviously  described,  and 
addition,  he  must  be  able 
interpret  his  state  emotionally. 

To  test  his  hypothesi 
Schachter  recruited  volunteers 
be  injected  with  adrenaline  ai 
then,  measured  emotion 
reactions  to  given  stimuli.  I 
found  that  those  who  were  givi 
the  injections  were  mo 
psychologically  aroused  th; 
those  in  his  control  group.  I 
concluded  that  both  psychologic 
arousal  and  appropria 
interpretations  were  necessary  f 
a true  emotional  experience.

Cat  defense  paved  the  way

“We’re  number  two,  but  we  try 
harder,”  is  the  saying  now  that 
the  BYU  football  season  is 
completed,  and  the  strong  finish  is 
due  much  to  the  Cougar  defense. 

First  in  scoring  defense,  second 
in  rushing  defense  and  fourth  in 
passing  defense  led  to  BYU’s 
overall  standing  as  the  number 
two  defensive  team  in  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference. 

The  defense  sustained  a 
20.6-points-per-game  scoring 
average  from  their  opponents 
during  the  season  along  with 
195.1  rushing  yardage  and  153.8 
passing  yardage  per  game  average 
from  their  opponents. 

Leading  the  defense  for  BYU 
was  co-captain  Dan  Hansen,  who 
ended  his  career  with  1 8 pass 
interceptions,  tying  the  school 
and  WAC  record. 

Hansen  intercepted  three  passes 
this  year  returning  them  for  80 
yards. 

Adding  the  80  yards  on  his  pass 
interception  return  record, 
Hansen  increased  his  1971  WAC 
and  school  record  from  341  yards 
to  421  yards  for  his  career. 

Another  bright  spot  in  BYU’s 
pass  defense  was  Dave  Atkinson, 
who  collected  eight  interceptions 
to  boost  his  two  year  record  to 
17,  one  behind  the  school  and 
WAC  record,  with  his  senior  year 
still  to  come  in  1973. 

Seven  Cougars  engulfed  19 
interceptions  for  303  yards  on  the 
interception  returns.  Besides 
Hansen  and  Atkinson,  Craig 
Crompton  grabbed  three  and 
returned  them  for  a total  of  96 
yards.  Ron  Tree  snared  two.  Larry 
Carr,  George  Gourley  and  Bennie 
Smith  each  hauled  in  one  each. 

BYU  scored  three  times  during 


the  season  on  pass  interception 
returns  with  Atkinson,  Crompton 
and  Gourley  each  running  one  in. 

BYU’s  secondary  a so 
deflected  43  passes  to  go  along 
with  their  19  interceptions. 

Seventy-six  times  BYU’s 
opponents  found  Cougars 
pouncing  on  their  runners  in  their 
backfield  for  losses,  while  five 
Cougars  blocked  five  kicks  by  the 
opponents.  Carr,  Tree,  Atkinson, 
Phil  Jensen  and  Bob  Larsen  each 
blocked  a kick. 

BYU  defensivemen  created  22 


fumbles  and  collected  in  15 
fumbles  from  their  1 1 foes. 

Twice,  once  against  Colorado 
State  and  once  against  Utah,  BYU 
caught  their  opponents  in  their 
own  end  zones  for  safeties.  Sid 
Smith  was  credited  for  the 
Colorado  State  safety. 

“Each  week  we  got  better  and 
better,”  said  Hansen  concerning 
the  defense.  “We  improved  from 
week  to  week.” 

“We  had  three  get  more  than 
200  defensive  points  this  year,”- 
explained  Hansen.

‘Boogie’  for 
parachutists

Five  members  of  the  BYU  Sport 
Parachute  Club  spent  their 
Thanksgiving  holiday  at  the 
second  annual  Arizona-Utah 
Thanksgiving  Boogie  in  Casa 
Grande,  Ariz. 

The  term  “boogie”  or 
“scrambles”  is  used  when  a large 
group  of  skydivers  and  a long 
holiday  weekend  get  together  for 
parachuting  from  sun  up  to 
sundown.  One  of  the  highlights  of 
such  a weekend  is  to  get  jumpers 
together  to  form  big  “stars.” 

A star  is  formed  when  two  or 
more  skydivers  manuever  together 
and  join  hands  while  falling 
toward  the  earth  at  120  miles  per 
hour.  Skydivers  say  “The  bigger 
the  circle,  the  better  the  star.” 

BYU  members  participated  in  as 
large  as  a nine-man  star.  Janice 
Lowry,  a senior  from  California, 
and  Karen  Collett,  club  secretary 
from  Springville,  Utah, 
participated  in  several  attempts  at 
an  1 1 -girl  star.  Only  a six-girl  star 
was  successful,  however. 

A new  star  record  was  set  for 
the  Mountain  and  Southwest  areas 
when  the  top  jumpers  from  Utah, 
Arizona  and  Colorado  succeeded 
in  a 17-man  star  after  many 
unsuccessful  20-man  attempts. 
The  present  world  record  is  a 
26-man  star  done  at  the  World 
Parachuting*  Championships  in 
Oklahoma  last  August. 

The  majority  of  the  jumps, 
between  45  to  60  free  falls,  were 
done  from  twin  engined 
Beechcrafts  with  jump  altitudes  as 
high  as  13,000  feet  above  the 
ground.  “It  was  a beautiful 
weekend  that  I wish  had  never 
ended,”  commented  Russ  Thaden, 
senior  from  Minnesota  and  club 
training  officer.

BOSTON  (AP)  - Harvard  Prof. 
Samuel  L.  Popkin,  who  was  jailed 
because  he  refused  to  answer  a 
grand  jury’s  questions  about  the 
release  of  the  Pentagon  Papers, 
was  freed  Tuesday  after  a week  in 
jail. 

Popkin,  whose  sentence  was  to 
have  lasted  as  long  as  18  months 
or  until  the  grand  jury  disbanded, 


said  grand  juries  in  this  country 
“have  become  the  government’s 
tool  for  gathering  intelligence.” 

Popkin  was  released  from  the 
Norfolk  County  Jail  in  Dedham, 
Mass.,  after  the  federal  grand  jury 
which  has  investigated  the 
Pentagon  Papers’  release  for  most 
of  this  year  disbanded  in  Boston 
without  returning  an  indictment.

Center.  Dr.  John  Halliday, 
director  of  the  choir,  stressed  the 
need  to  begin  on  time.  It  will  cost 
BYU  an  additional  $2,000  if  the 
performance  goes  one  minute  over 
the  allotted  hour  and  10  minutes, 
he  said. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  Oratorio 
premiered , in  1953  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Tabernacle.  Robertson  had 
originally  written  his  work  to  be 
presented  in  the  form  of  an 
outdoor  pageant  similar  to 
“Promised  Valley,”  but  Abravanel 
persuaded  him  to  develop  it  into 
an  oratorio.  The  oratorio  was 
premiered  by  the  Symphony. 

THE  THEME  of  the  production 
is  drawn  from  incidents  in 
Helaman  and  Third  Nephi  in  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  Highlighted  are 
the  prophecies  of  Samuel  the 
Lamanite,  the  hardheartedness  of 
the  people  and  the  destruction 
that  followed.  The  work 
concludes  with  Christ’s  visit  to  the 
Nephites. 

“The  Lord’s  Prayer,”  a selection 
from  the  oratorio,  has  become 
well  known  as  an  independent 
sacred  work. 

Soloists  include  former 
broadway  star  Robert  Peterson, 
Naomi  Farr,  Davis  Cunningham 
and  William  Ramsey.  A children’s 
chorus  will  also  participate  in  the 
presentation. 

Tickets  are  available  in  the 
Music  Ticket  Office  of  the  Harris 
Fine  Arts  Center.  Cost  is  50  cents 
with  activity  card  for  students  and 
faculty  and  $2,  $2.50  and  $3  for 
the  public. 

Abravanel  has  directed  the  Utah 
Symphony  for  26  years.  Tonight’s 
performance  will  mark  the 
Symphony’s  2,000th  concert.

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Soviets  may  issue  bonds  in  U.S. 

NEW  YORK  First  steps  have  been  taken  toward  an 
unprecendented  financial  arrangement  in  which  the  Soviet  Union  would 
raise  capital  from  private  investors  in  the  West. 

The  goal  would  be  an  issue  of  Soviet  government  bonds  to  be  sold  in 
Western  financial  centers.  It  would  mean  an  American  or  Western 
European  could  lend  money  to  Russia  and  receive  interest  payments 
just  as  he  would  if  he  purchased  a U.S.  government  bond. 

The  Soviet  Communists  have  never  before  sought  to-raise  money  in 
capitalist  countries  from  individuals. 

The  Russians  have  already  discussed  the  possibility  of  a bond  issue 
with  a major  American  bond  house. 

Heavy  Viet  bombing  continues 

SAIGON  — While  the  Indochina  peace  talks  appear  headed  for  a 
critical  showdown  in  Paris,  U.S.  bombers  are  heavily  attacking  North 
Vietnam  both  for  political  and  military  leverage. 

U.S.  officials  claim  the  accelerated  attacks  in  the  southern  panhandle 
of  North  Vietnam  are  in  response  to  a substantial  effort  by  Hanoi  to 
resupply  its  14  divisions  in  South  Vietnam  and  other  units  in  the  Plain 
of  Jars  in  northern  Laos  before  a cease-fire. 

Four  U.S.  Cities  want  Olympics 

New  York  Four  United  States  cities  expressing  interest  in  staging 
the  1976  Winter'  Olympics  have  been  contacted  by  the  U.S.  Olympic 
Committee,  it  was  disclosed  Tuesday. 

The  cities  advised  by  mail  of  International  Olympic  Committee 
regulations  and  given  questionnaires  to  fill  out  and  returned  by  Dec.  26 
are  Lake  Placid,  N.Y.:  North  Lake  Tahoe,  Calif.;  South  Lake  Tahoe, 
Calif.;  and  Salt  Lake  City. 

Arthur  G.  Lentz,  executive  director  of  the  USOC,  said  there  was  no 
guarantee  that  a U.S.  city  would  get  the  Games  which  Denver  rejected 
in  a referendum  in  the  Nov.  7 general  elections. 

AMA  votes  to  protect  public 

CINCINNATI,  Ohio  - In  an  unprecendented  move,  the  American 
Medical  Association  voted  Tuesday  to  take  strong  action  to  protect  the 
public  against  a “significant  problem”  of  narcotic-dependence, 
alcoholism  and  psychiatric  disorders  among  America’s  practicing 
physicians. 

The  recommendations  approved  Tuesday  could  ultimately  lead  to 
loss  of  licenses  to  practice  by  such  doctors.  But  the  AMA  stressed  that 
any  disciplinary  or  other  action  would  be  in  the  “compassionate” 
interest  of  the  doctors  themselves,  as  well  as  protecting  the  public  and 
the  “reputation  of  the  medical  profession”  as  a whole. 


Japanese  plane  crash 
claims  63  in  Moscow 


MOSCOW  (AP)  - A Japan  Air 
Lines  jet  lifting  into  the  wintry 
sky  over  Moscow’s  international 
airport  crashed  in  a ball  of  fire 
Tuesday  night.  Japanese  officials 
said  63  of  the  76  persons  aboard 
were  believed  killed. 

An  American  Embassy  officer 
said  two  Americans  were  among 
the  13  persons  believed  to  have 
survived  the  fiery  plunge  into  the 
snow.  The  two  were  receiving 
emergency  treatment  at  Moscow’s 
Botkin  hospital,  he  said,  but  their 
identities  were  not  immediately 
available. 

IT  WAS  the  second  major 
accident  n«ar  Sheremetyevo 
Airport  in  six  weeks.  A Soviet 
Aeroflot  Ilyushin  62  airliner 
crashed  Oct.  13,  killing  176 
persons.  That  was  the  worst 
accident  in  civil  aviation  history. 

Tuesday  night’s  JAL  flight  446 
originated  in  Copenhagen.  It  had 
just  taken  off  for  a long  haul  over 
Siberia  to  Tokyo  when,  for 
unexplained  reasons,  it  burst  into 
flames.  It  plunged  400  feet  into 


the  show-covered  ground  2 Mi  miles 
from  the  airport. 

About  300  rescue  workers  sped 
to  the  crash  site.  The  survivors 
were  pulled  free  and  sent  to 
nearby  Botkin  hospital. 

Japanese  Embassy  and  airline 
officials  said  there  were  52 
Japanese  passengers  aboard  the 
plane,  along  with  10  non-Japanese 
passengers  and  14  crew  members, 
apparently  including  back-up 
personnel. 

A BOTKIN  hospital  nurse  said 
at  least  10  survivors  were  being 
treated  there.  Other  than  one 
person  she  thought  was  an 
Englishman,  she  was  unable  to 
give  their  nationalities. 

Western  airline  sources  said 
Ichiko  Katakami,  the  Japanese 
ambassador  to  Panama,  and  his 
wife  were  among  the  survivors. 

Three  of  the  airline’s  mechanics, 
who  had  serviced  the  four-engine 
DC8  at  its  Moscow  stopover,  said 
they  saw  fire  break  out  before  the 
craft  nosed  toward  the  ground.
